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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
participants discussed the claims were free of the art and consequently allowed, however the specification contained a 
number of informalities that needed to be corrected before allowance. Mr. Cloutier, Applicants 1 representative agreed 
with the Examiner's suggestions and granted her permission to make the necessary changes. .
